Let us examine... (church worship) 
a little more closely. .. . 

First of all, the church building itself 
provides surroundings which are “out 
of this world.” We generally build our 
churches to look like nothing else. 
Whether cathedral or rural chapel, the 
church, both because it is “different” 
and because of hallowed associations, pro- 
vides intimations of God’s presence, as- 
sures us of the reality of the supernatural 
dimension in life by means which are deeply suggestive— 
to the unconscious even more than the conscious. The church 
spire itself symbolically (though not geographically) points 
to Heaven. For most of us it is usually much more difficult 
to sense the divine presence and to free ourselves from the 
“earth-bound” associations (for example, the individual per- 
sonalities involved) in “informal worship” in a lounge, meet- 
ing room, or living room. On entering church we often feel 
as though we are brought into a searching yet sustaining 
Presence—and feel unclean—and cleansed. 

Second, in church we grow quiet, as we rarely do these 
days. THE LORD Is IN His HOLY TEMPLE; LET ALL THE 
EARTH KEEP SILENCE BEFORE Him. Outside, the pressures of 
activity—or reminders of activity—bar communication with 
our spirits. Holy quiet relaxes the barrier between conscious 
and unconscious. Expressive of this aspect of worship is Dr. 
Suter’s beautiful prayer: 

“O God of peace, Who has taught us that in returning

The work of Henry Ohlhoff House, the 
alcoholic rehabilitation home, was greatly 
enhanced by a substantial donation from 
the Priest’s Fellowship of the Diocese. 

The small group of priests, who meet 
once a month for fellowship, donated a 
check for $200. 

The staff and residents of the hostel 
have expressed their gratitude for this 
gift, as well as the other donations from 
individuals. 

The house, under the leadership of the 
Rev. Kenneth Sandercock, has a capacity 
of 42 men and is usually full. 

During the month of February, 20 men 
were received with the hope of staying on 
the program. Of this number, 12 found 
steady employment and many obtained 
casual work. Others returned to their fam- 
ilies or made other living arrangements 
and are still sober and working. Nine men 
failed to “make the program” and decided 
to move from the house. 

The future of the house is looking 
brighter, but the work still needs finan- 
cial support and, above all, the prayers of 
everyone. 


FORMER TRINITY RECTOR 
DIES IN NEW YORK CITY 


The Rev. Donald M. Brookman, D.D., 
rector of Trinity Church, San Francisco, 
from 1936 to 1941, died last month in 
New York. 

Dr. Brookman was born in England and 
received his education in this country. He 
was awarded his Doctor of Divinity de- 
gree from the Theological School in Cam- 
bridge, Mass. 

He was the first clergyman in charge 
of St. Clement’s Church, Berkeley. He 
also served as rector of All Saints’, Palo 
Alto. He then left California for the East 
Coast, where he served in parishes in New 
York and New Jersey. He was also dean 
of All Saints’ Cathedral, Albany. 

-He left Albany to return to Trinity 
Church. After he left Trinity he retired 
from the active ministry and moved to 
the East again. 

Dr. Brookman will be fondly remem- 
bered by many parishioners of Trinity 
Church for his pastoral care. 

He is survived by his widow and daugh- 
ter, in New York, and by his sister, Mrs.

C.D.S.P. Tuitions Raised; 
Still Lowest in Country 


The Rev. Sherman E. Johnson, dean of 
Church Divinity School of the Pacific, 
has announced that the Board of Trustees 
voted to increase the annual tuition from 
$210 to $300. 

In making the announcement, Dean 
Johnson said that even with the increase, 
C.D.S.P. has the lowest tuition of any of 
the Episcopal seminaries. 

He said the Board of Trustees wanted 
to keep tuitions as low as possible, so that 
there would not be too great a burden 
placed on the individual student. Costs 
above the $300 tuition are esimated to be 
about $500, which will come from Theo- 
logical Education Sunday offerings and 
other gifts. 

The dean also announced that the Board 
has authorized remodeling of the present 
chapel, incorporating it with the library. 
This job will be done this summer. 

Books will be moved into the new 
$460,000 library which will be in the last 
phases of construction in June.

I could find better music else- 
where.

Church of the Incarnation, San Francisco, 
Dedicated; 1st New City Building in 20 Years 


Bishop Pike dedicated the new Church 
of the Incarnation on March 8. This is the 
first Episcopal Church to be built, brand 
new, in the city of San Francisco for over 
twenty years. The new church is located 
at 1746 29th Avenue, near Noriega. 

The old building was sold last year to a 
Southern Baptist congregation. During the 
interim period services have been held in 
St. Stephen’s Chapel. According to the 
rector, the Rev. O. H. Aanestad, this 


chapel has been run as a parochial mis- 
sion by the church for several years. The 
new church is on property adjacent to St. 
Stephens’. 

The new church is the design of archi- 
tect Arnold Constable. It has a seating 
capacity of over 400. The parish hall is 
directly below the church proper. 

Besides Bishop Pike and Mr. Aane- 
stad, clergy and laymen from all over the 
Diocese attended the service. 


PARISH DAY SCHOOL DIVISION MEETS;

The 
number of confirmands was impressive, 
with a large number of both adults and 
teenagers. It is good to remember that St. 
Francis is a daughter of Trinity Church, 
San Jose. It must be a great satisfaction 
to Trinity Church to have had such a large 
and financially generous part in bringing 
into being three such fine churches as St. 
Francis’, Willow Glen, St. Mark’s, Santa 
Clara, and St. Philip’s, Alum Rock.

Dear Sir: 

It is unfortunate that at a time when 
there are so many evidences of growing 
appreciation of each other's viewpoints 
and integrity of purpose among adherents 
of various schools of thought in our Dio- 
cese, a correspondent has sent a letter 
which was published in the February 
PACIFIC CHURCHMAN, Castigating those 
of her fellow-churchmen who apply to 
their pastors the “opprobrious” title of 
“Father, ... 

Certainly this demands an answer, even 
if it had not been invited in the public 
letter, as it was.... 

But first, we would make it clear that 
we have no quarrel with anyone who pre- 
fers to call his spiritual leader “Mister.” 
This is a proper form for any citizen of 
the United States, regardless of his rank, 
office or title. It is generally felt, how- 
ever, that certain professions should be 
distinguished by particular titles. . . . 

Increasingly, people are feeling that the 
relationship between priest and people is 
one which should be recognized by the 
use of an appropriate title. “Reverend,” 
though used as such by many, is not a title 
at all, but an adjective (as in the Rever- 
end John Jones) ... 

It is widely felt that the title “Father” 
is the best for a priest because his relation- 
ship to his people is in a very real sense 
that between father and . . . children. Not 
only does he represent the Heavenly 
Father in his ministry, but the ties of re- 
spect and affection which bind him to his 
parishioners are closely akin to those. . . 
between a... father of a family and his 
children. .. . 

Moreover, this title is the one which 
has the authority of both the Prayer Book 
and the Bible. 

In the Prayer Book there is only one 
place where a title is prescribed as a mode 
of address to a clergyman. That is in the 
form provided for the presentation of can- 
didates for Confirmation to the Bishop. 
There the presenter is required to address 
the Bishop as “Father in God.” If the 
Bishop is “Father in God” to his diocese, 


then surely the priest is, or should be, 
Father in God to his parish. 

In the Bible, our Lord Himself used the 
title in referring to religious leaders. 
(“Father Abraham.” Luke 16:24) And St. 
Paul called himself father of those whom 
he had converted to the Faith. (1 Cor. 
4.15; Philem. 10.) ... 

We agree that no one should be called 
“Father in God” who does not wish to be 
considered such. Common courtesy re- 
quires that a man be called what he wants 
to be called. But why any clergyman 
would resent being addressed by the af- 
fectionate, scriptural, Prayer Book title of 
Father—if there be any who do—we are 
completely at a loss to understand.

Dear Sir: 

I read with considerable interest the let- 
ter from Anne Ellinwood in the February 
issue wherein she took exception to your 
“indiscriminate” use of the title “Fr.” as 
an appellation for priests of the Episcopal 
Church, with particular reference to her 
case in point, the late and great Henry 
Ohlhoff. 

When I was a resident of Mill Valley, 
it was my custom to commute daily to San 
Francisco. One day I was inadvertently 
fortunate in the selection of a seat partner, 
for, after a few chance remarks, he intro- 
duced himself as Father Ohlhoff of Canon 
Kip House. At this moment I had not as 
yet introduced myself so he had no way 
of knowing that I was an Anglican or, for 
that matter, that I had any religious afflia- 
tion at all. I remember being somewhat 
surprised at his self-appellation as he was 
in mufti and not in clericals at the time. 


We became quite friendly and made a 
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and rest we shall be saved, in quiet- 
ness and confidence shall be our 
strength; By the might of thy Spirit 
life us, we pray thee, to thy presence 
where we may be still and know that 
thou art God.” 


Third, the ACTION in the service points 
beyond itself to the umseen mystery, stir- 
ring our spiritual imagination, the familiar 
tokens communicating directly to our in- 
ner selves. Whatever actions are familiar 
in the worshiper’s tradition have power 
tO communicate deeply, because “the 
grooves are cut.” (This is why it is im- 
portant to introduce children to the expe- 
rience of the regular worship forms, in- 
stead of confining them to “children’s 
services” specially designed for them.) 
Processions, the cross, the lighting of can- 
dies, signs of reverence to the altar, cross 
or Bible, kneeling or bowing for prayer, 
rising for praise, familiar hymns, chants 
and prayers, the presentation of alms 
(which are the tokens of our lives), and, 
of course, supremely, the holy things used 
in the central sacraments and mysteries of 
our Faith, the water, bread and wine— 
all these are carriers of meaning to the 
inner life. 

The effectiveness of such channels may 
be illustrated by a common experience in 
the ministry to the sick. A semicomatose 


point of waiting for the other several 
times a week for the pleasure of riding in 
the other’s company. During this time I 
always followed his cue and addressed him 
and heard him addressed as Father Ohl- 
hoff. 

As to Miss Ellinwood’s reference to 
Matthew, 23:9, and the lifting from con- 
text of the oft quoted phrase “call no man 
father” I refer her to the Book of Common 
Prayer and specifically to the Order of 
Confirmation. The Form and Manner of 
Making Deacons, the Ordering of Priests, 
and the Consecration of Bishops (regard- 
less of how high or how low) the Pre- 
siding Bishop is addressed as “Reverend 
Father in God,.. .” 

As to this system of appellation being 
of a “newer way,” I personally refer back 
to nearly half a century .. . at old Trinity 
Pro-Cathedral in Sacramento, where Ernest 
S. Bartlam was rector, and later dean, and 
where he was affectionately “fathered” by 
his flock. 

May I respectfully suggest that the edi- 
tor's apology was needleses and may I 
thank Anne B. Ellinwood for her kind 
inviation to Comment.

patient who may not respond to conversa- 
tion or informal prayer will often “come 
to life” when shown a cross, or the chalice 
and host, or when read prayers of great 
familiarity. These strike to the depths of 
his being and the assurance they bring 
reaches the whole self though the con- 
scious mind be but little operative. Simi- 
larly, it is why during the last war so many 
chaplains from non-liturgical churches 
turned to sacramental forms in their min- 
istry to men who were under intense 
strain and thus not particularly rationally 
receptive to “ideas.” The dozens of altars 
set up along the beach-head by the chap- 
lains at Dunkerque for Communion night 
and day spoke more basically to the situa- 
tion than could have a dozen pulpits filled 
with silver-tongued preachers. 

Now we are all sick in a measure, we 
are all under strain, and these things can 
furnish our inner lives with healing, 
strengthening power. Considering the in- 
fection within, the new sources of infec- 
tion all around us, who should ever miss 
a ‘treatment’? 

But does not the very familiarity of 
these things breed inattention and iead to 
“routine” in worship? Yes—it can, but it 
need not do so; and here it should be said 
that in fact a certain amount of inatten- 
tion contributes to the deep communica- 
bility of the familiar. It is part of our 
acute “mentalism” bred by the last two 
centuries of rationalism that makes us 
feel guilty if we are not following with 
our conscious minds the words and ideas 
of, say, the Psalms. Actually, half-atten- 
tion, half-inattention enhances the com- 
municability to the depths of the key- 
symbols in familiar material. A good ex- 
ample is the VENITE (“O come, let us 
sing unto the Lord”) sung in the public 
worship in a number of traditions. The 
very monotony of the chant helps soften 
the layer between conscious and uncon- 
scious. We saw how “therapeutic” are its 
key-ideas, how wholesome they are for 
our depths, when we considered the prob- 
lem of fear; LEr US HEARTILY REJOICE 
IN THE STRENGTH OF OUR SALVATION— 
God is utterly reliable. HE Is A GREAT 
KING ABOVE ALL GODS—no other forces

can really hurt us, and devotion to Him 
can bring into line all subordinate drives 
and interests. IN His HAND ARE ALL THE 
CORNERS OF THE EARTH—He covets the 
whole of reality, there is no place where 
we can go where He isn’t, no aspect of 
life to which He is not relevant. The 
world has a shape, life has a meaning, 
there is something to count on; FOR HE 
COMETH, FOR HE COMETH TO JUDGE 
THE EARTH. But He isn’t just abstract 
principle; WE ARE THE PEOPLE OF His 
PASTURE, THE SHEEP OF His HAND—He 
is personally concerned about every last 
one of us.

Dear Sir: 

It is unfortunate that at a time when 
there are so many evidences of growing 
appreciation of each other's viewpoints 
and integrity of purpose among adherents 
of various schools of thought in our Dio- 
cese, a correspondent has sent a letter 
which was published in the February 
PACIFIC CHURCHMAN, castigating those 
of her fellow-churchmen who apply to 
their pastors the “opprobrious” title of 
“Father,” 

Certainly this demands an answer, even 
if it had not been invited in the public 
letter, as it was. ... 

But first, we would make it clear that 
we have no quarrel with anyone who pre- 
fers to call his spiritual leader “Mister.” 
This is a proper form for any citizen of 
the United States, regardless of his rank, 
office or title. It is generally felt, how- 
ever, that certain professions should be 
distinguished by particular titles. . . . 

Increasingly, people are feeling that the 
relationship between priest and people is 
one which should be recognized by the 
use of an appropriate title. “Reverend,” 
though used as such by many, is not a title 
at all, but an adjective (as in the Rever- 
end John Jones) ... 

It is widely felt that the title “Father” 
is the best for a priest because his relation- 
ship to his people is in a very real sense 
that between father and .. . children. Not 
only does he represent the Heavenly 
Father in his ministry, but the ties of re- 
spect and affection which bind him to his 
parishioners are closely akin to those. . . 
between a... father of a family and his 
children. .. . 

Moreover, this title is the one which 
has the authority of both the Prayer Book 
and the Bible. 

In the Prayer Book there is only one 
place where a title is prescribed as a mode 
of address to a clergyman. That is in the 
form provided for the presentation of can- 
didates for Confirmation to the Bishop. 
There the presenter is required to address 
the Bishop as “Father in God.” If the 
Bishop is “Father in God” to his diocese, 


then surely the priest is, or should be, 
Father in God to his parish. 

In the Bible, our Lord Himself used the 
title in referring to religious leaders. 
(“Father Abraham.” Luke 16:24) And St. 
Paul called himself father of those whom 
he had converted to the Faith. (1 Cor. 
4.15; Philem. 10.) ... 

We agree that no one should be called 
“Father in God” who does not wish to be 
considered such. Common courtesy re- 
quires that a man be called what he wants 
to be called. But why any clergyman 
would resent being addressed by the af- 
fectionate, scriptural, Prayer Book title of 
Father—if there be any who do—we are 
completely at a loss to understand.

Dear Sir: 

I read with considerable interest the let- 
ter from Anne Ellinwood in the February 
issue wherein she took exception to your 
“indiscriminate” use of the title “Fr.” as 
an appellation for priests of the Episcopal 
Church, with particular reference to her 
case in point, the late and great Henry 
Ohlhoff. 

When I was a resident of Mill Valley, 
it was my Custom to commute daily to San 
Francisco. One day I was inadvertently 
fortunate in the selection of a seat partner, 
for, after a few chance remarks, he intro- 
duced himself as Father Ohlhoff of Canon 
Kip House. At this moment I had not as 
yet introduced myself so he had no way 
of knowing that I was an Anglican or, for 
that matter, that I had any religious afhlia- 
tion at all. I remember being somewhat 
surprised at his self-appellation as he was 
in mufti and not in clericals at the time. 


We became quite friendly and made a 
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and rest we shall be saved, in quiet- 
mess and confidence shall be our 
strength; By the might of thy Spirit 
lift us, we pray thee, to thy presence 
where we may be still and know that 
thou art God.” 


Third, the ACTION in the service points 
beyond itself to the unseen mystery, stir- 
ring our spiritual imagination, the familiar 
tokens communicating directly to our in- 
ner selves. Whatever actions are familiar 
in the worshiper’s tradition have power 
to communicate deeply, because “the 
grooves are cut.” (This is why it is im- 
portant to introduce children to the expe- 
rience of the regular worship forms, in- 
stead of confining them to “children’s 
services” specially designed for them.) 
Processions, the cross, the lighting of can- 
dles, signs of reverence to the altar, cross 
or Bible, kneeling or bowing for prayer, 
rising for praise, familiar hymns, chants 
and prayers, the presentation of alms 
(which are the tokens of our lives), and, 
of course, supremely, the holy things used 
in the central sacraments and mysteries of 
our Faith, the water, bread and wine— 
all these are carriers of meaning to the 
inner life. 

The effectiveness of such channels may 
be illustrated by a common experience in 
the ministry to the sick: A semicomatose 


point of waiting for the other several 
times a week for the pleasure of riding in 
the other's company. During this time I 
always followed his cue and addressed him 
and heard him addressed as Father Ohl- 
hoff. 

As to Miss Ellinwood’s reference to 
Matthew, 23:9, and the lifting from con- 
text of the oft quoted phrase “call no man 
father” I refer her to the Book of Common 
Prayer and specifically to the Order of 
Confirmation. The Form and Manner of 
Making Deacons, the Ordering of Priests, 
and the Consecration of Bishops (regard- 
less of how high or how low) the Pre- 
siding Bishop is addressed as “Reverend 
Father in God, .. .” 

As to this system of appellation being 
of a “newer way,” I personally refer back 
to nearly half a century .. . at old Trinity 
Pro-Cathedral in Sacramento, where Ernest 
S. Bartlam was rector, and later dean, and 
where he was affectionately “fathered” by 
his flock. 

May I respectfully suggest that the edi- 
tor's apology was needleses and may I 
thank Anne B. Ellinwood for her kind 
inviation to Comment.

patient who may not respond to conversa- 
tion or informal prayer will often “come 
to life” when shown a cross, or the chalice 
and host, or when read prayers of great 
familiarity. These strike to the depths of 
his being and the assurance they bring 
reaches the whole self though the con- 
scious mind be but little operative. Simi- 
larly, it is why during the last war so many 
chaplains from non-liturgical churches 
turned to sacramental forms in their min- 
istry to men who were under intense 
strain and thus not particularly rationally 
receptive to “ideas.” The dozens of altars 
set up along the beach-head by the chap- 
lains at Dunkerque for Communion night 
and day spoke more basically to the situa- 
tion than could have a dozen pulpits filled 
with silver-tongued preachers. 

Now we are all sick in a measure, we 
are all under strain, and these things can 
furnish our inner lives with healing, 
strengthening power. Considering the in- 
fection within, the new sources of infec- 
tion all around us, who should ever miss 
a ‘treatment’? 

But does not the very familiarity of 
these things breed inattention and lead to 
“routine” in worship? Yes-——it can, but it 
need not do so; and here it should be said 
that in fact a certain amount of inatten- 
tion contributes to the deep communica- 
bility of the familiar. It is part of our 
acute “mentalism” bred by the last two 
centuries of rationalism that makes us 
feel guilty if we are not following with 
our conscious minds the words and ideas 
of, say, the Psalms. Actually, half-atten- 
tion, half-inattention enhances the com- 
municability to the depths of the key- 
symbols in familiar material. A good ex- 
ample is the VENITE (“O come, let us 
sing unto the Lord”) sung in the public 
worship in a number of traditions. The 
very monotony of the chant helps soften 
the layer between conscious and uncon- 
scious. We saw how “therapeutic” are its 
key-ideas, how wholesome they are for 
our depths, when we considered the prob- 
lem of fear; LET US HEARTILY REJOICE 
IN THE STRENGTH OF OUR SALVATION— 
God is utterly reliable. HE Is A GREAT 
KING ABOVE ALL GODS—no other forces
